| NO LANDING HAS YET BEEN ATTEMPTED

Arrival of the American Troops Proved a Godsend to 
the Little Band of Marines Who Have Been Op- 
posing the Entire Spanish Army at Santi- 
ago==Shafter Is Well Pleased. 


Off Santiago de Cuba, Monday, June 20, 1 p. m., via Mole St. Nicholas, 
Hayti, Tuesday, June 21, 3 a. m.—The United States army for the invasion of 
Cuba, 16,000 strong, commanded by General Shafter. arrived off Santiago de Cuba 
at noon today. The time of its disem barkation has not yet been determined 
upon, but it will probably be within t he next three days. 

When the fleet of thirty-seven tran sports with its freight of fighting men 
swept up the southern coast today and slowed down within sight of the doomed 
city of Santiago de Cuba, the anxiously awaiting soldiers were greeted with 
ringing cheers, which faintly echoed to the transports from the decks of the 
blockading war ships far in shore; they were answered by the troops most hear- 
tily in kind, 

The weeks of anxious waiting on one side and of impatient chafing on 
the other were over and the army and navy had at last joined forces and 


ell felt that the final hlow at Santiago was at hand. 

It was 10 o’clock Monday morning when the lookout on board the armored 
cruiser Brooklyn reported seeing the American fleet away to the southeast and 
@ moment or so later he announced that a dozen transports were in sight. Then 
signals were exchanged from ship to ship, g¢laddening the hearts of the weary 
lockaders:- Then the United States auxiliary cruiser ‘Gloucester, formerly J. 

_ Pierpont Morgan’s yacht Corsair, das hed away to meet and welcome the troops. 

° bout half an hour later a grim forest of masts had sprung up appar- 

* ently from the sea and a most impressive scene was presented as the 
ermada swept gracefully up from the horizon toward the shores where 
the great struggle is to take place. 

The transports were ranged in three shifting lines with the battleship In- 
diana on the extreme right and the Other men-of-war on the outskirts of the 
fleet. In this order the transports and their escorts steamed slowly toward the 
hills where the Morro’s red walls gleamed in the sunlight. 

As s00on as the fleet of transports had arrived at a point about twenty miles 
off Santiago de Cuba the steamer Seg urgncia, having on board General Shafter 
and his staff, left the other vessels lying to and steamed to the flagship of the 
American fleet in order to visit Rear Admiral Sampson. 

Shafter Goes Upon Sampson’s Fleet. 


‘'The general went on board the flagship and later General Shafter, Admiral 
Sampson and a party of officers boarded the Segurancia, which went to Ague- 
dores, about seventeen miles west of S antlago, and at which place General Garcia 
is encamped with 3,000 Cuban soldiers. General Shafter and his staff and Rear 
Admiral Sampson proceeded to General Garcia’s headquarters, about a mile in- 
land, where they spent several hours in consultation with the éuban general. 
At the conclusion of the conference General Shafter and the other officers 
had little or nothing to say regarding the plans. for landing the American troops 
or for the co-operation of the Cubans. 


The best information obtainable is that there will be no attempt to

make a landing for several days. : ‘ 

The results of Rear Admiral Sampson’s investigation of the various proposed 
landing places was also laid before the army officers, but General Shafter is not 
prepared to announce a Jefinite selection without investigating the matter fur- 
ther himself. | 

General Garcia gave the Americans asstirances that they need have mo fear of 
contracting diseases on the southeastern coast of Cuba, as the climate there is 
not unhealthy, only extremely hot at this season of the year. The Cuban gemeral 
declared that his own troops, ill-fed and clothed as they were, were in good health 
and therefore the Americans need not fear fevers or other ailments. 8 
General Shafter examimed the condition of the Cuban soldiers during his visit 
and was impressed with their hardy and soldierly appearance, though he recog- 
nized the fact that they need clothes &ni provisions, both of which were given 
them during the day, | 

The interview closed with the understanding on the part of both gen- 
erals that some bodies of troops are to be landed at once at several points 
along the coast where they will be able to keep the enemy in doubt for 


the present as to their ultimate intentions. 

Among the troops that will be landed first are a number of men from the en- 
gineer corps, who will begin work at once preparing for the movement of the 
main body. ; ‘ 

Generals Shafter and Garcia will consult further tomorrow.

To- 
night Seretor White expressed the onin- 
ion that the attacks made on the Newlands 
resolution in particular, and the idea of 
annexing hy resolution in general, should 
force the friends of annexation to reply. 
He thinks the debate will yet become gen- 
eral, and that it will not all be confined 
to the opposition side. The supporters of 
the annexation resolution are, however, in 
earnest in their intention to force a vote 
as early as possible. They are of the opin. 
ion that the opponents may, by speaking, 
stcve off action for ten days or two weeks 
yet, and there is some talk of the possi- 
bility of such a long drawn out discussion 
that there will be a vote before adjourn- 
ment, and that it will come within the 
next two weeks. Many of those who Op- 
pese annexation declare that they wil! not 
share in filibustering. ‘They will put them- 
selves on rccord through the medium of a 
speech. and then will favor a vote. It is 
a part of the talk that the opponents of 
annexation may, if they see a strong ma- 
jority against them, urge the ratification 
of the treaty which is pending as the only 
safe way to accomplish the end which the 
major.ty is bent upon accomplishing in 
some way.

It will swell the American forces at Santiago to about 24,000 men, 
but the expeditions will not stop at that number, as there is a deter- 
mined purpose to send forward a sufficient force to crush any Spanish 
command which can be concentrated at that point. 

The reports from Santiago that about 41,000 Spanish troops are in and about 
the city, do not agree with the reliable estimates in the possession of the war de- 
partment. According to the latter figures there are not to exceed 14,000 Spanish 
troops at Santiago de Cuba, while 100 miles away to the northwest, at Holguin, 
the Spanish corps commander, General Pando, has 10,000 men. The war department 
is satisfied that the Cuban forces under Garcia can keep Pando from re-enforcing 
Santiago. ‘Should this not be accomplished, the Spanish forces at Santiago would 
be augmented to about 25,000 men. They are well armed, well disciplined, sea- 
soned to the climate, know the fighting grounds of that locality, and are probably 
as good all-rgund fighting Mees as the Spaniards can bring to bear. There is no 
purpose on the part of the authorities to leave General Shafter with an inade- 
quate force to meet those seasoned Spanish soldiers.

As the dispatch boat left 
Dewey about Thursday last at the latest, she could, of course, bring no news 
of the arrival of these transports. She did bring, however, news of the great suc- 
cess attending the insurgents’ arms, and notice of what was being done toward 
forming a provisional government by the insurgents under Aguinakio. From the 
reception accorded this news it would seem that the officials see in it no cause 
for apprehending a disturbance of the plans framed for the government of Gen- 
eral Merritt when he assumes military com rand over the Philippines.

Never be- 
fore in our history have we been beset 
with the temptations so dangerous as 
those which now whisper in our ears allud- 
ing words of conquest and expansion and 
point out to us fields bright with the glory 
of war.

It contained a statement 
of numerous things which should not be 
done. I am inclined to adopt the plan 
of this book to the extent of cautioning 
you against the imperfect ideas of civic 
duties and warn you against certain dan- 
gers which threaten the soundness’ and 
safety of true American citizenship and 
which, especially at this particular time, 
seem to 4 in wait for us on every side,”’ 

Continuing, he said: 

“You will probably be led by your re- 
fiéctions and studies to the conclusion 
that our government was formed for tae 
express purpose of creating in 4 
world a new nation, the foundation of 
which should be man’s. self-government, 
whose safety and prosperity should be se- 
cure to its absolute freedom from old 
world complications and in its renuncia- 
tions pf all schemes of foreign conquest, 
and whose mission should be the subjec- 
tion of civilization and industrial occupa- 
tion of the vast domain in which it has 
taken root. If you believe those things, 
do not permit an accusation of ultra and 
progressive conservatism tq trouble you, 
If then the suggestion is made that the 
time has come for our nation to abandon 
its old landmarks and to follow the lights 
of monarchical hazards and that we

Two Men Caught. 

The two men convicted and fined are Sam 
S. Fanning and Joe Morgan. They were 
found guilty of working in a blind tiger. 
Both men were accused of working in the 
eStabliskment of Danie} DeBarde‘aben, who 
ran the worst establishment on the mid- 
way. When Fanning was placed on trial 
he den‘ed his guilt, but after the trial 
progressed for a few moments he admitted 
working in the whisky store, but claimed 
that he thought DeBardelaben had @ license 
to sell whisky. Fanning was fined $275. 
Morgan was then put ontrial. He told the 
same story as Fanning and was fined $250. 

Escaped by Flight. 

DeBardelaben, the man who is really 
guilty, has escaped punishment by flight. 
So far he as not been caught and it will 
be impossible to punish him. The work of 
the court here, while earnest ang deter- 
mined, is necessarily slow. Hundreds of 
witnesses are being examined by the grand 
jury, and it is thought that all of the 
midway proprietors will be convicted for 
keeping open business places on Sunday, 
even though some of the places were for 
the retail of innocent-looking lemonade and 
apple pies. 

The worst of the crimes that have been 
committed at Lytle will never be punished, 
for it will be impossible to convict the 
perpetrators. The court will have the ef- 
fect of reforming Lytle, but it will not pre- 
vent the disorders which are already bea- 
ginning on the other side of the. park.

The man of all men in the world who 

would be most welcomed in the camp of the 
First Georgia regiment is the paymaster. 
The boys have been in the service for near- 
ly two months and have not received one 
cent of money for the time. There is a 
fast growing how! on the part of the Geor- 
gians, over the unnecessary delay. The 
First Georgia is made up of men who sacri- 
ficed excellent positions w joim the army 
and they feel that it is shameful to be de- 
prived of the little pittanc® that.is due 
them. 
The First regiment was mustered into the 
service of the United States over seven 
weeks ago and properly they should have 
been paid twice before this time, whereas 
they have not seen one cent for their war 
services. 

Fortunately nearly all of the members of 
the regiment have well-to-do families who 

have sent them money and none of them 
‘have been absolutely penniless. Still they 
are desperately anxious to get their pay ang 
they have béen clamoring for it for some 
time. At present there is no prospect of 
an early visit of the paymaster. It will 
probably be after the Ist of next month 
before the boys are paid. 

The hard work of the past three days 
has had a telling effect on some of the 
Georgians. They have been compelled to 
work like slaves while putting up the tents 
and cleaning up camp. There are hun- 
dreds of men in this regiment who never 
knew heavier work than using a pen before 
enlisting, but now they are worked as hard 
as the toughest laborer in Atlanta, and they 
don’t object to the work at all, but do it 
with an astonishing willingness. The expe- 
rience in camp has improved all of them in 
health and has toughened them up wonder- 
fully. 

The Beer Canteen. 

The boys here are very sorry that the 
Ministers’ Association of Atlanta has de- 
‘termined to appeal to Secretary Alger to 
close. the beer canteen in the camp of the 
Second Georgia at Tampa. 
this move on the part of the ministers 
caused some consternation here, as it ts 
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The news of 


in regard to the First regiment. 

Colonel Lawton has not yet had the beer 
canteen put in here, but he has announced 
that he would establish the canteen as 
soon as the camp is well in shape. He 
believes that the canteen will be better 
than to have the soldiers running off to 
blind tigers and/other canteens. 

I talked with Rev. Ed L. Cook, the chap- 
lain of the First regiment, this afternoon 
and asked him his opinion of the canteen 
question. He said he thought it better to 
have the canteen in the camp of the First 
regiment and under the contro] of Colonel 
Lawton than to have the soldiers going 
to the adjoining canteens, where they 
could not be controlled by their own of- 
ficers, and where the First regiment could 
receive no profits from the sale of beer 
and refreshments. This view is taken by 
nearly all the officers in camp. All of 
the regiments have the beer canteens or 
refreshment stands and the system has 
proved to be much more satisfactory than 
to allow the gen to get beer and whisky 
at blind tigers and in the city. No whisky 
is sold at the canteens and care is taken 
that no soldier gets enough beer to make 
him intoxicated. The profits of the regi- 
mental canteen goes to the regimental fund 
and is used to buy delicacies for the men. 

There is really no danger of an abolition 
of the beer canteens, for these refresh- 
ment stands are more or less absOlute ne- 
cessities. The men demand beer, and if 
they can't buy it legally from the regi- 
mental canteen they will get it from 
blind tigers. But it is certain that the beer 
stands will go unmolested at least so far 
as Judge W. M. Henry’s court circuit is 
concerned. The grand jury now in session 
at Lafayette has asked Judge Henry if 
the canteens at the camp must be stopped. 
Judge Henry stated to the grand jurors 
that this was a matter he thought ought 
at this time to remain in the hands of 
the military authorities. He instructed 
the grand jury to confine its investigations 
to the wholesale manufacture of wicked- 
ness at Lytle and not worry about the can- 
teens within the government reservation— 
at least not until the county of Walker 
had been purged of its polluting dens. 

All Go to Kavanaugh. 

Kavanaugh City promises to overshadow 
the fame of the midway. In the first place, 
Kavanaugh City, or Petersville, as it is 
sometimes called, has the advantage of a 
reputation for respectability. It started out 
with this quiet civilized reputation and its 
denizens still claim that it is the most 
law-abiding city north of Atlanta. They 
deny that there are several thousand gal- 
lons of bad whisky retailed there every 
day and that something like a dozen gam- 
bling dens are going all the while. But 
there are men who claim that the dens 
are in Operation and from what I saw 
there this morning I believe it to be true. 

Brightly gleaming bayonets fastened to 
the barrels of dangerous looking Krag- 
Jorgensens keep the soldiers away from 
Lytle and the old midway. The place is 
almost deserted. The men can’t get to the 
midway and the booths there are rapidly 
shutting up shop. The majority of the dive 
keepers and other tradesmen from the 
midway have gone tio Kavanaugh City or 
to points near the Tennessee line. These 
reckless characters are shrewd and they 
do not intend to get caught f{n the meshes 
of the law. When the special term of court

across into Catoosa county, 


over into Tennessee. 

There ig no such possibility as keeping 
the soldiers from creating such places a's 
Lytle unless General Brooke forms a strong 
cordon of soldiers around the entire mili- 
tary park. This would require several 
regiments, but it is the only way to keep 
down the evils that are an almost necessa- 
ry result of the concentration of a large 
army. ra 

As for the troubles at Lytle, they are 
practically ended. The law cannot boast of 
a triumph, for the evils are still in exist- 
ence, but ‘have simply moved their base of 
operations. The shocking crimes that dis- 
graced Lytle a week ago are being re- 
peated in other places. Those who have 
been here and who have studied the condi- 
tlons know that General Brooke is the 
only person in Georgia who can success- 
fully perform the work of restoring peace 
and order. It is not to be denied that he 
has a big job, but he has already demon- 
strated that his first claims of having done 
his best, were not well founded. It fs only 
within the last few days that he has taken 
any determined steps to stop the horrors. 
He has begun the work and he says that 
so far as his men are concerned there 
shall be no further atrocious crimes.

Brunswick, Ga., June 21.—(Special.)—The 
Swedish bark Adele, Persson, master, ar- 
rived in port again today and her clever

BRAVE CONFEDERATE 
PASSES BEYOND 


Hon. Charles J. Munnerlyn Goes Down 
Into the Grave, 


WAS AN ARDENT SECESSIONIST 


Enlisted as a Private Though a Large 
Slave Owner. 


HE WAS THEN ELECTED TO CONGRESS 


He Was an Admirer of Davis and Was 
Appointed To Cover the Retreat of 
the Cabinet Through Florida. 


Bainbridge, Ga., June 21.—(Spectal.)—The 
death of Colone] Charles J. Munnerlyn, one 
of the last of the members of the confed- 
erate congress, removes an elegant gen- 
tleman and a true patriot. 

Colonel Munnerlyn was born in George- 
town, S. C., February 14, 1822. He was ed- 
ueated at Emory collegeg Oxford, Ga., and 
Studied law under the celebrated Judge A. 
B. Longstreet, it’s president, and was ad-

mitted to the bar. His taste, however, 
ran in another direction, and he never reg* 
ularly entered into the practice. 


A Brave Family. 


The Munnerlyns are of Welsh-Irish ort- 
gin, and are of the old colonial stéek which 
gave the Carolinas their strongly marked 
character for seif-reliance and independ- 
ent spirit. During the war for independ. 
ence Colonel] Munneriyn’s grandfather ana 
Six of his brothers were in the revolution. 
ary army. H's parents, Charles Munner- 
lyn and Hannah Shackleford, were mar- 
ried in Georgetown, S. C., and in 1833 re- 
moved to Gadsiien county, Florida. Iu 
18387 they came to Decatur county, Georg! a, 
where the colonel’s father hag been a suc- 
cessful planter and had fccumulated a 
splendid property at the uf: of his death 
in 1856. His mother died im 1865. Colone! 
Munnerlyn was an on! y child and suec- 
ceeded to the estate, which jncluded several 
hundred slaves. ‘* 

Colonel Munnerlyn’ S remains were buried 
with Masonic honors. It was a most sol- 
emn and impressive scene. Surrounded by 
members of his family, a host of fri ends, 
and a large number of his old slaves. his 
body was lowered into the grave amid the 
sorrow and tears of loved ones and friends. 

Colonel Munneriyn’s devotea wife preced- 
ed him to the tomb some ten years ago, 
and he was buried by her side. Attending 
the interfment. were his sons, Calhoun, 
Charles and Paul, and@ his son-in-law, Mr. 
John Bethea, and his daughters, Mrs. I. 
B. English, (Mrs. Dr. J. A. Etheridge, both 
of Macon, Ga.; Mrs. R. J. Binford ana Mrs. 
J. B. Bethea, Bainbridge. To each and 
all of these dear people the sympathy of 
Decatur county goes out fully and sin- 
cere.y. 

Colonel Munnerlyn’s Career. 


Colonel Munnerlyn was elected ordinary 
of Decatur county over fourteen years ago 
and held the office at the time of his death. 
This election necessitated his removal to 
Bainbridge. 

All his life he was one of the most liberal 
and progressive citizens of the county. No 
man did more than he toward the building 
of the Atlantic and Gulf railroad—now the 
Savannah, Fiorida and Western—fiom Sa- 
vannah through the then wilderness of a 
large portion of southern Georgia to Bain- 
bridge. He was one of the original direc- 
tors, and the close friends of its first pres- 
‘dent, Dr. James P. Screven, as he was also 
of Colonel John Screven, who succeeded 
his lamented father to the presideney of 
the road. And while Colonel Munnerlyn 
did not reside in Bainbridge, but in the 
country, he loved the town and was one of 
iis stenchest friends and supporters un- 
der all circumstances. 

Politically he was an ola line democrat, 
from his youth to ripe old age. He was a 
southern man, every inch. He could not 
tOlerate and despised the northern need 
sion, which tinally precipitated the war 
between the states. Therefore, he was in 
favor of secession, and was a member fron: 
this county to the convention that voted 
the secession of Georgia from the federal 
union. He favored the formation of the 
southern confederacy, and urged the elec- 
tion of Jefferson Davis to the presidency, 
and was always one of that great states- 
man’s most ardent admirers and closest 
friends. 

When secession was accomplished and war 
was declared against the soywth this old 
Roman, who favoree war rather than sub 
mission and disgrace, volunteered as a pri- 
vate soldier in tne Bainbridge Independ- 
ents. First Georgia regiment. shouldered 
bis musket anad went to the front at the 
verv first ca/l for soldiers. Colone} Mun- 
rerilyn was perhaps the wealthiest man in 
Decatur county, the owner. among other 

valuahle. property. of 500 slaves. and@ yet 
he enlisted as a private in the ranks and 
was amone the very first to go to the 
front. During the famous Lonrel Hill re-

Tloriaa, He was soon dAetatied bv General 
Petten Anderson on 2pee'al service. Re-

appreciated his wats and patriotism, he 
was given a major’s commissipn and order- 
ed to Fiorida, whwe‘he was to organize a 
regiment south of the then military line. 
It was the dyty of this regiment to keep 
open the lines, and in every poss‘ble way 
to facilitate the collection and forwarding 
of supplies to the starving army in Vir- 
ginia. This duty faithfully performed sce- 
cured his promotion to a Heutenant colo- 
nelkcy, which position he held at the sur- 
render, In view of the uncertain state of 
affairs, General Sam Jones, ¢ommander in 
Florida, advised him to remain quiet and 
hola himself in readiness to facilitate the 
escape of any of the officers of the late 
government who might desire to leave the 
country. It thus became his privilege to 
aid in the escape of Judah P. Benjam:n, 
the confederate secretary of -war. 

The war over, Colonel Munnerlyn re- 
turned to his home to appreciate the fact 
dared all, lost all for 
his country, and that his immense wealth 
was swept away. and that he was left a 
poor man. This inevitable he accepted _like 
the gallant gentleman that he was. There 
was No murmuring. no whining. no cursing 
of fortune, no despairing word from him, 
nor from any members of his family. 


THE SHAKER COLONY. 


The Fifty-One Thousand Acre Settle- 
ment To Be Made. 

Brunswick, Ga., June 21.—(Special.)—The 
recent sale of 51,600 acres of land in one 
body in Charlton. Ware and Clinch coun- 
ties and 5,000 acres around Baxley has 
opened the eyes of investors to the possi- 
bilities of this section for colony sites. As 
reported in these dispatches at the time 
of sale, the first deal was made with 
Ohio’s Shaker colony, a religious sect who 
own over one-half million dollars’ worth 
of property in Union Village, O., which 
they intend to dispose of and invest the 
proceeds in Georgia. The other sale of 
5,000 acres will shortly be followed by an- 
other of equal size to the same people 
and adjoining théir tract, all of which wil! 
be used to settle farmers on from the frozen 
regions of the northwest. These two colo- 
nies of immigrants will prove most desira- 
ble to Georgia and will be the means of 
bringing many hundred settlers into the 
wiregrass section of this state. In a letter 
to The Constitution’s correspondent re- 
ceived today Mr. Albert Fendig, who, with 
Eda Brobston, located these people, writes 
at length on the prospects for Georgia get- 
ting new people right away. He is now 
in the northwest and is receiving valuable 
aid from the Shakers as well as both the 
Southern and Plant system people.

the immigrants are taken have been hard 
at work trying to prejudice the minds of 
would-be settlers against the south.

Supposed Murderer Arrested in Albany 
Yesterday, 


AND TAKEN TO ‘SPARTA JAIL 


Mr. ‘Silver Was a Wealthy Cotton 
Merchant. 


HE WAS SHOT TO’ DEATH AT WIGHT 


The Man Arrested Acknowledges That 
He Had Been Offered Money To 
Kill the Merchant. 


Sparta, Ga., June 21.—(Special.)—Sheriff 
Berry, of Hancock county, returned from 
Albany this morning, bringing with him 
Charley Wright, alias ‘“‘Kid’’ Charley, who 
is badly wanted here for the murder of 
Mr. David Silver, a prominent citizen of 
Sparta, several years ago. 

Wright claims that he was offered $100 to 
kill Silver by Harry Butts, a negro living 
several miles from Sparta. 

Butts and Mr. Silver had some trouble 
about some cotton, and as he left the store 
Butts made several threats to kill Silver. 

That night, as Silver was on his way to 
supper from the store, some one stepped 
from behind a fence and shot him five 
times, each bullet taking effect, Silver dy- 
ing instantly. Butts disappeared, and has 
not been heard of since. 

Wright claims to know nothing of Butts’s 
whereabouts, but as it is known to the au- 
thorities that they have been correspond- 
ing, it is thought tthat he will soon be 
located. 


SAVANNAH POLITICS RAW. 


There Will Be Another General Scram- 
ble in October. 


Savannah, Ga., June 21.—(Special.)—It is 
announced tonight that the Citizens’ club 
faction will not go into the primary of June 
23d, and the only legislative ticket, there- 
fore, to be voted for will be that put forward 
by the Liberal club, the candidates upon 
which were given in a dispatch to The Con- 
stitution yesterday. Mr. Harry Wilink’s 
friends got together today and afier a full 
discussion of the matter decided that it 
was wisest not to enter the primary, but 
to wait and put out a ticket in October.

The 
whole political situation all came about by 
reason of a very funny incident, the fact 
that James Drury, a member of the execu- 
tive committee on the Citizens’ club side, 
was not present at its first meeting. Ed. 
Gleason, a Liberal club member of the 
committee, wanted to buy some cows. Ben 
Well, another of the same‘faction, nad 
some cows to sell, and thereby hangs the 
tale. Mr. Drury is a cow expert, and he 
went out in the ~ountry behind a two- 
forty horse to look at the cows. He mis- 
took the hour for the meeting, and at 11:30 
remembered that he hud to attend:a meet- 
ing of the ‘‘com’’-:-tay, with the accent on 
the ‘“‘tay.’’ He got back just two hours 
too hate. Mr. Charlton was elected chair- 
man and ever since the Liberals htve had 
things all their own way.

The Cotton Seed Industry. 


One of the most interesting chapters | 


in the industrial history of the south is 
written 
despised cotton seed has made for itself 
Within the past thirty years. 
Prior to the late war 
states the cotton seed was used mainly 
for purposes of fertilization. Only the 
smallest percentage of each vear’s out- 
put was needed to plant the next year’s 


- crop, and consequently the excess was 


something enormous. Nothing could te 
done with this excess but to turn it back 
into the soil from year to year, making 
it serve the humblest of purposes. But 
today the cotton seed furnishes the basis 
for one of the south’s great industries, 
and is freighted with possibilities for 
the future which are simply infinite. In 
addition to cotton seed oil, various other 
commercial products are made from it, 
and still it has barely commenced to 
unfold its hidden resources, 

In the cotton seed industry last year 
not less than 4,000,000 tons of cotton 
seed were consumed; the total value of 
the resultant products aggregating $120,- 
000,000. Could anything be more re- 
markable ‘than the extraction of prod- 
ucts worth so much as this from ma- 
terial which was formerly without val- 
ue? Under present conditions, even 
the hulls from which the cotton seed oil 
has been pressed, are not wasted, but 
are used for feeding cattle, the price 
which they bring in the market ranging 
from $3 to $10 per ton. * 

Such, in brief, is the record which the 
cotton seed industry has made since the 
war. What the future holds in store 
for it can only be surmised.

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The Volunteer Troops. 

General Miles’s report, so far as it has 
been published, comprises warm praise 
of the regular army; and a comparison 
of the differences in the preparedness of 
the volunteers.

duty would have been performed in a 
far more perfect manner than the war 
department has been able to perform it; 
and we may @dd that it is given out on 
pretty good authority that General Miles 
has had occasion to protest against the 
singular lapses in the war department. 
This protest is not made public, of 
course, and there is no necessity that it 
should be. : 

We are not criticising or complaining, 
but stating facts obvious to all who 
know the conditions that exist. At 
Chickamauga on Friday iast ‘ifteen car 
loads of fresh beef had to be thrown 
away, while the forag> for the horses 
and mules—oats and hay--is without 
shelter, vast zuantities being exposed to 
the almost daily rains. These things 
being true, other conditions may be 
left to the imagination. 

Some of the eastern editors, who know 
the facts better than we do, have been 
denouncing the incapacity displayed in 
the war department and some of them 
are still calling for a change, This sort 
of thing we are glad to leave to them.

the raw state of most of the volunteer 
regiments; nor are the states responsi- 
ble. The fault is with congress, which 
should have enacted long ago a uniform 
law covering all the details necessary to 
the formation and mobilization of a 
volunteer force or national guard when 
the necessity arises. 

The states will gladly conform their 
own militia laws to fit the requirements 
of a federal law. When war was de- 
clared recently the militia of many of 
the states was without the necessary 
arms and equipments, and every effort 
to place these troops on a war footing 
has demonstrated the necessity of uni- 
form laws in the states and a federa] law 
that will supplement, confirm and en- 
courage the building up of that military 
sentiment which exists among our peo- 
ple even in time of peace. The arms 
and equipments should be the same as 
those employed in actual service, and 
these, together with all the necessary 
accouterments and amminition should be 
supplied by the general government in 
fulfillment of a requirement that in all 
particulars, the troops should be kept 
up to the standard of fitness demanded 
by actual service. 

The country would then have a re- 
serve force equal in numbers to a large 
standing army, and quite as well qual- 
ified for defensive or offensive service 
as a standing army would be. The 
main thing is to keep the militia of the 
states fully up to the standard, physi- 
cally and otherwise, demanded by actual 
service. 

To insure this, even affer the laws 
have been revised, competent officers 
should be detailed to inspect them at 
stated intervals.

Editor Constitution—I find in the -report 
of the board of visitors to the State uni- 
versity published in your paper two or 
three days ago the following paragraph: 

We nete with pleasure the steps that 
have already been taken by the faculty 
to raise the standard in the several de- 
partments. We find that pregress has 
been made in this direction. As such ad- 
vances cannot, be consummated suddenly 
without friction, we commend the present 
gradual forward steps toward higher stand- 
ard. We express the hope that Emory 
and Mercer may join in this effort to place 
our state institutions abreast of similar 
institutions elaewhere. When the cdileges 
of cur state adopt and maintain higher 
Standards, we shall see our secondary 
Schools receive new life and enjoy some- 
thing of their former glory. 

In comincn with all who are trying to 
work out the educational problems of the 
state. [ am ready to acknowledge that 
the distinguished educators composing the 
board of visitors to the State university 
‘ouch upon a very vital educational ques- 
tion in the quoted paragraph. I am grati- 
fied that in their official report they have 
given their unqualified and cordial in- 
dorsement to the “gradual steps toward a 
higher standard”’ taken by the faculty of 
the university. They are willing, as the 
report shows, to accord to Emory and Mer- 
cer an honcrabie shafe in working out 
these problems of higher education. Here 
are thelr words: “We express the hope 
that Emory and Mercer may join in this 
elfort to place our state institutions abreast 
of similar institutions elsewhere.” The 
Purpose of this gOmmunication is to ir- 
furm these honorable gentlemen that the 
hove they express has already been reai- 
ized I am also reminded that this is not 
the first battle in history fought after the 
treaty of peace was signed, although it 
might be difficult to find the record of one 
quite so blocdless. Something more than 
a year and a half ago an actual agreement 
was entered into by the representatives 
of the University of Weorgia, Emory and 
Mercer in Atlanta with reference to uni- 
eform requirements for entrance to the 
freshman class of the three institutions. 
These requirements raised the standard 
fos admission as high as the thirteen rep- 
resentatives of the three institutions 
thought the educational conditions of the 
State would justify. Our agreement was 
reported to the different faculties and in- 
dorsed. It was then .eported by each 
faculty to its board of trustees and in- 
dorsed by the boards of trustees. These 
requirelnents are now printed aimost word 
for word in the catalogues of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, Emory and Mercer. Fre- 
quen. mention has been made of this im- 
portant educational movement in the néws- 
papers. and it has been a topic of impor- 
tant discusejon at the last tWo” sessions 
of tne Gecrgia Teachers’ Association. It 
wtil doubtiess be pleasant news to the 
board of visitors to the State university 
to know that their ‘““*hope’’ has been fully 
real:ved—renliized even a year and a half 
oefore it wae expressed.

Editor Constitution—During the deadlock 
in your recent senatorial (thirty-fifth) dis- 
trict convention, interest was revived in a 
question which, from time to time, has 
claimed public «attention.

BRAVE CONFEDERATES 
WHO SCORNED GOLD. 


When that gallant Misggurian, General 


| Shelby, organized a thousand confederate 


troopers in Texas, after the surrender, and 
Started to Mexico the officers and men in 
the expedition had no money. 

They were going to a strange country, 
where every hand might be turned against 
them, and the outlook was gloomy and 
desperate in the extreme. 

It was easy to equip the regiment. At 
that time Texas was filled with French 
muskets, French cannon, French ammuni- 
tion and ‘French goods imported through 
Mexico. : 

Texas was a vast arsenal. Shelby and his 
men had made up their mimds never to 
surrerder, and as they were going into 
exile they helped themselves to the artil- 
lery, guns, revolvers, powder, horses and 
wagons belonging to the late cdnfederacy. 
They did not feel like leaving all of this 
property to be confiscated by the federals. 


But these brave fellows were not plun- 
derers. They had their scruples and beyond 
a certain line they could not be tempted 
to go. 

At Austin the confederate government 
had a sub-treasury with $300,000 in gold and 
silver in the vaults. 

Greedy eyes were watching this treasure, 
and outside of the city a number of bush- 
whackers or guerrillas were in camp wait- 
ing for an opportunity to raid the capital. 

Shelby’s men were on the other side of 
the river, but one dark, rainy night many 
of the soldiers remained in town until a 
late hour. They were wild and reckless 
daredevils, and when they were not fight- 
ing they enjoyed a rough frolic. 


It was after. midnight when the confed- 
erates heard a trer&fendous racket in the 
statehouse. 

Very soon it was known that the guer- 
rillas had invaded the city and were try- 
ing to break open the vaults where the 
goid was stored, 

Major John Edwards, who was with 
Shelby’s command, tells a graphic story 
of this attempt to rob the sub-treasury. — 

The whole city wag thrown imto confu- 
sion. Horsemen gallo to and fro in the 
darkness; the church bells rang furiously; 
the long roll rallied the home’ guards, and 
beyond the river was soon heard the ring- 
ing notes of Shelby’s bugle. 

In a few minutes the head of a solid 
column, four deep, galloped into the square 
and reported for gduty to the mayor, a crip- 
pled veteran. 


*“D—n ’em,’”’ said the mayor, “‘they are 
battering down the treasury doors!’’ 

“What do you want?’ asked Captain 
Ward, the commander of the confederates. 

“I want that money protected,’’ was the 
reply. 

‘““Porward, men!” 

The troopers dashed off to ‘the capitol, 
rushed through the big gate and surround- 
ed the building. 

The statehouse was lighted up, and 
through the windows the outsiders saw 
men loading themselves with gold. 

Forty carbines blazed away, and several 
robbers fell. The lights went out and 
from the dark and smoky vault the sol- 
diers dragged a score or two of dying and 
dead outlaws. 

One giant, says Major Edwards, had a 
king’s ransom about his person. He had 
taken off his trousers, tied a string around 
each leg and had filled them with gold 
coin! 


The floor was covered with blood and 


little heaps of gold and silver. 


Not a dollar was touched by the confed- 
erates, and their guards were stationed 
there without a moment’s delay, 

The money belonged to the dead confed- 
eracy, and as Sheiby’s men were the last 
organized body ‘of confederates in the coun- 
try, they would have been justified in the 
eyes of the world if they had carried the 
treasure with them into Mexico, 

Th's was suggested to General Shelby. 

“I went into the war with clean hands,” 
he replied, “and by God’s biessing I will 
g9 out of the war with clean hands!’’ 

His men would have been cut to ribbons 
before they would have troubled a cent 
after this remark. 

Karly the next morning Governor Murrah 
urged Shelby to take the money with him, 
just as he had taken the confederate can- 
non and muskets. The governor was a gift- 
ed and patriotic southerner who was dying 
of consumption. : 

The general heard him through, and told 
him that the enemies of the confederacy 
would misrepresent the matter. - 


“We are the last of the confederates,” 
he said sadly, ‘“‘but let us be the best as 
well.’’ 

The veteran and his 1agged soldiers turn- 

ed their backs upon the little mountain 
of gold, and the band of heroes, with empty 
pockets, rode sternly forward on their long 
journey into Maximilian’s empire. 
‘ Among the fugitives ‘who joined Shelby 
were ex-Governor Polk, Generals Kirby 
Smith, Magruder, Reynolds, Parsons, Bee, 
Watkins, Clark, Prevost, Lyon, Hindman, 
Commodore M. F. Manry and a dozen gev- 
ernors, congressmen and colonels, 

These distinguished men did not have 
more than fifty dollars apiece, but they 
were willing to take their chances in a 
foreign country where a civil. war was 
raging. Govergor Isham G. Harris joined 
them later, 

The adventures of these soldiers of for- 
tune in Mexico would fill many voiumes, 
and they afford material for more thrilling 
war romances than any of the stories that 
have yet been written. 


Shelby’s regiment reached San Antonio 
just in time to save it from anarchy. 

The city was crowded with fugitive con- 
tederates, refugees from Mexico and a gang 
of desperadoes. 

Outlaws plunged into drunken orgies with 
courtesans and shot the spectators who 
looked at them too curiously. 

Bandits filled the streets and plundered 
the stores. One night a crowd started to 
“elean out Tom Hindman.” 

They found the general in his room and 
hammered noisily on his door. 

A soft, musical voice asked them what 
they would have. 

The robbers replied that they knew he 
had gold and was leaving the country. They 
demanded the gold. 

“Very well,” answered Hindman, “since 
you have come for the gold, suppese you 
take it.’’ 

The ruffians left the house and decided to 
wait. 

Before morning Shelby and his followers 
had rushed in from their‘ camp twenty 
miles away, and with them came peace 
and order. 

From first to last on their journey 
throu Texas, these stern and unconquera- 
ble r#bdels made it their busimess to sup- 
press lawlessness, protect life and property 
and drive off the bushwhackers who wanted 
to wage war against women and children. 

The federais regarded Shelby and his 
men as a crowd of devils. but the good 
people of Texas in those dark days called 
down blessings upon their head® ang weli- 
comed them as their best friends and pro- 
tectore. 

If these rough -riders had surrendered 
with the main body of the army, Tcxas 
would have been under a reign of terror. 
Fortunately they organized their Mexican 
expedition amd remained in tke state Icng 
enough to encourage the law and order 
element and save the COMmMonweaith from 
the horrors of anarchy.

‘So the mind in its struggle for education 
and knowledge is but in’process of brushing 
aside the crust which encases it—that the 
diamond in the mind may shine forth. So 
in this age of advanced thought, research 
and discovery, not one-sided mental con- 
dition, but completeness, and with all sides 
of the minds polished, and educated, is the 
great accomplishment and end to be sought. 

“Mere literary attainments in these latter 
days have not sufficed to answer the de- 
mands, 

“It has been necessary to add the prac- 
tical to the theoretical. - 

“A knowledge of the principles of the in- 
dustrial arts has long since in these modern 
times been held as an essential, and is ab- 
solutely necessary to >the best- progress of 
the time. 

“Yet it is a misconception to suppose that 
this idea means that the votaries of the 
practical, the students of the industrial 
arts, are to divorce themselves from the 
theoretical—frum literature—from the ideal. 

“Out of the fleid of theory are shaped the 


formulae through which truth is discovered; 


and the practical is but the application of 
that truth; so in the industrial arts, it is 
the application of such truth tuo the various 
industries, of manufacture, mining, me- 
chanics and others. 

“From literature the student of the prac- 
tical. or the student of the principles of the 
industrial arts, has his mind quickened, his 
imagination stimulated, his knowledge in- 
creased, and to him these things are equal- 
ly as essential as to any student, whether 
of the literary college or university, or any 
other institution. 

“Out of these two fields of theory and 
literature the ideal is born—the ideal. which 
plays a lofty part in the attainments of 
the successes in life’s struggles. Whether 
one be the artisan. or the artist; the writer 
or the workman, the toiler or the profes- 
sional man, the sculptor or the mechanic, 
the geologist or the mining engineer, his 
attainments and successes are loftier, his 
work nobler, and more lasting and sur- 
passing, for Lis being led on and upward, 
from point to, point, by the inspiration of 
his ideal—an ideal which is moved higher 
and ‘higher up, and becomes more like 
truth, the farther and farther progress 


goes toward perfection until in perfection 


the ideal is lost in the real, and the out- 
lines of the one are the outlines of the 
other. oe 

“The ideal anu the practical, sentiment 
and truth are nearer together possibly 
than might be dreamed. It is as Milton 
says of heaven and earth: 


“*What if Earth 
Be but the shadow of Heaven, and things 
therein 
Each to the other like, more than on earth 
is thought.’ 


“‘Phidias,. who, with his chisel and mallet, 
placed upon stone the conceptions of his 
ideal, reached the zenith of his glory when 
his conception, or ideal, corresponded with 
truth, and his ideal and truth were one. 
Then the truth he intended to represent was 
cut out of marble, and in his works were 
written on marble nature itself. 

‘Then he wrote in marble the ideal he 
conceived, and the truth he saw was pre- 
sented and preserved. The magnificent 
‘colossal bronze statue of Minerva wihich 
was placed upon the citadel’ was his con- 
ception of sublimity—for his masterpieces 
were distinguished for their ideal sublimity. 

“So the master hand in tracing his ideal 
does but record the truth and the world 
applauds because of the truth beheld. 
Whether it be the truth of sublimity or 
some other truth. : 

“In the city of Richmond, Va., on the 
historic capitol grounds stands the ‘eques- 
trian statue’ of George Washington. 

“It is the conception of a great artist— 
his ideal of another truth. ° 

Crowning a lofty granite base is Wash- 
ington. There in heroic size he sits astride 
his magnificent war ‘horse. The rider's 

masterfué attitude, wfth his directing 
arm and index finger extended, shows that 
he is giving direction and command to 
tne army of patriots he leads. He turns 
his face backward upon them, beaming 
with intelligence and heroism. ‘hen he 
points the way. His noble animal of 6:- 
eantic size stands on his two rear feet. 
His nostrils ave distended and both front 
foet uplificd. He appears a steed every 
inch worthy of his superior master. The 
grand position of the horse seems to 
show ‘him as he ,“‘smells the battle from

GEN. F. W. BENTEEN DEAD

Virginian Who Distinguished Himself 
in United States Army Passes Away. 
General F. W. Benteen died this morn- 

ing shortly before 1 o’clock at jhis home, 

No. 39 Pavilion avenue, after an illness of 


only a few days. 

General Benteen was paralyzed Sunday 
and it was known from the minute he was 
siricken that chances of his recovery were 
extremely slim, 

General Benteen had been a resident of 
Atlanta since his retirement from the 
United States army and ‘had made a large 
friendship in the city. 

The general was a Virginian by birth, 
but was opposed to secession, and at the 
outbreak of the civil war went to Missour! 
and joined a company of union volunteers 
as first lieutenant. In October, 1561], he 
was made captain of his company, and on 
December 19, 1862, rose to the rank of ma- 
jor. In February, 1864, he begame a lieu- 
tenant colonel, and awas aah colonel of 
the One Hundred and Thirty-eighth United 
States infantry on July 15, 1866. 

At the close of the war Colonel Benteen 
Was appointed captain in the Seventh cav- 
alry and rose to major in the Ninth caval- 
ry on December 17, 1882. He was retired 
July 7, 1888. 

General Benteen had a national reputa- 
tion as a gallant cavalry officer. He has 
four times reczived brevet cOmmissions as 


follows: 


‘‘Major. for gallant and meritorious ser-¢ 


vices in the battle of the Osage. 

‘Lieutenant colonel, for gallant and mer- 
itorious services in the charge on C3ium- 
bus, Ga. 

“Colonel, for gallant and meritorious 
conduct in an engagement with hostile In- 
dians on the Saline river, Kansas, August 
13, 1868. 

' “Brigadier general, 
in action against Indians on the Little Big 
Horn, Montana, June 25th and 26, 1876, and 


for gallant services 


‘jn action against Indians at Canyon Creek, 


Montanfia, September 13, 1877.” 

Officers and men who served with Gen- 
eral Benteen when he was campaigning 
against the Indians thave written some 
thrilling accounts of his deeds of daring 
which were performed with the utmost 
coc lness.

as proper business enterprises? 

This was the question the city solens 
debated over an hour in the council] cham- 
ber at the city hall last night. Many elo- 
quent and interesting speeches were made 
on both sides, and it was finally decided 
to tax the brokers $200 per annum. Had it 
been within the pewer of the council to 
stop the business by municipal legislation, 
the result might have been different, it is 
said. Betieving that even the state legicla- 
ture has not the power to stop speculation 
in futures in this city, but that congress 
only could put a stop to the business, the 
solons were confronted with the problem 
as to whether the city should reap the ben- 
efits of taxation, or refuse to tax and shew 
it did not countenance such business en- 


terprises. The decision was in favor of 


taxation by a vote of 12 to 4. 
It was generally admitted that no legis- 
lation of council) could prevent brokers 
operating in this city. Those who spoke 
stated that even if the legislature should 
pass a law against the business, the brok- 
ers wou'd be protected by the interstate 
commerce laws. Councilman ‘Thomson 


made one of the strongest speeches ever 
heard in council aga’nst those establish- 
ments, He acknowledged municipal legis- 
lation was powerless, but thought the 
moral effect of the council placing its ap- 
proval on the business by taxat‘on would 
tend to encourage rather.than discourage 
gambling in Atlanta. He argued his point 
purely on a moral basis, stating that the 
city couvlad well afford to sacrifice a few 
paltry dollars to be gained by taxation 
rather than encourage such gambling in- 
stitutions. Mr. Rice took the positon that 
as council could not stop the brokcrs, 
it would be wise to tax them, Judge Dor- 
sey thought it would be a crime to allow 
the business to proceed without taxation 
when other business enterprises in the city 
were forced to pay taxes. 

Mr. Woodward was against. too much 
legislation and thought congress was the 
only place to stop the alleged bucket shop 
evil. He doubted if the business ever 
would be stopped, and stated that there 
were worse gambling institutions in At- 
lanta ‘than bucket shops. Other councilmen 
expressed the'r views without hesitancy, 
and the debate was one of the most -inter- 
esting ever heard in the council cham- 
ber. 

Mr. Thomson Offers Amendment. 

Council was considering the tax ord’nance 
when Councilman Thomson offered an 
amendment against the taxation of brok- 
ers or dealers in futures. Mr. Luoumpkn 
seconded. Quite a number of brokers were 
outside ‘the railing with their spokesmen, 
Mr. L. Z. Rosser. Mr. Thomson was the 
first speaker, 

“I acknowledge,’ said he, “it is beyond 
the power of the city council to stop. th’s 
bucket shop evil. .When the state gtants 
brokers .a license they have the richt to 
operate here irrespvective of the acton of 
this body. But there are some things we 
don’t want to license, thereby showing tv 
the worla we approve of the practice, for 
taxation does mean approval. I have no 
doubt tre gentlemen engaged in this busi- 
ness are honorable men, and the very fact 
that they are gentlemen is the reason there 
is danger in ft. There is not near so much 
danger in a gambling inst tution that is 
run behind doors or on a less pretentious 
scale. It is the attractiveness of the place, 
the genia‘ity of the men who run it. there- 
in the danger lies. The saloon with the 
glittering glare of cut glass and decoraticns 
does more harm than the place where heer 
is served in a tin cup. By placing our 
stamp of approval on ths business we 
breed a sentiment of demoraltization that 
words cannot depict. It is a sort of license 
to young men ‘to deal in futures—to ‘gam- 
ble, and just in proportion as we encour- 
age dealing in futures will there be an in- 
creased sentiment in favor of gambling. I 
could mention several instances where this 
community has been shocked by sad oc- 
currences the result of dealing in futures. 
The practice shoyld be stopped, and if this 
council cannot do it, then we should at 
least show to the World we have done all 
we can toward stopping it by refusing to 
license, Gambling is largely responsible 
for the condition of Spain today, and it 
has wrecked other nations. We do not 
want this spirit to grow in Atlanta. We 
do not want our chi:dren, or our neigh- 
bors’ children, to gamble, and it ‘gs our

Louisville and Nashville Leads Off in 
the Work of Restoration. 
Louisville, Ky., June 21.—(Special.)—The 
directors of the Louisville and Nashville 
Railway Company decided today to restore 
the cut .made in the wages of its army 
of employees during the panic of 1893, and 
which has been in force since that time, 
anl twenty thceveand men are directly af- 
fected by this action, and two hundred 
thousand prefit by the increase in pay. 
Five years ago a cut of, 20 ner cent was 
niade ir the salaries and wages of every 
man in the company’s payroll. The mat- 
ter became a national one. Strikes were 
threatened and labor meetings were held 


an over the ceuntry. The Louisville and 


NashviHe officials refused to budge one 
inch, aeclaring that when business in. the 
west and south. picked up they would re- 
store the cut. 

At the meeting of directors, and upon 
the consent of the large bondholders in 
New York and London, it was decided to 
pass the usuul dividend this year and re- 
store to the men their former wages. 
President Milton H. Smith ‘has just return- 
ed from a trip to London, where he secured 
the consent of the pbondhelders to the 
pian.

The Youthful Age of Criminals. 


From The Boston. Transcript. 

Dr. Frederick H:. Wines, of Illinois, has 
been discussing the subject of the youth 
of the prisoners in the penal institutions of 
the United States,’ ang his conclusions 
show that the convicts of the country are 
a more youthful set of men than it is gen- 
erally supposed they are. Of the 82,329 
prisoners in the country, one-eighth are to 
be found in New York, one-fourth in the 
three states of New York, . Pennsylvania 
and Massachusetts. The average age of 
the prisoners was under thirt-one, and 
nearly one-half were under thirty, aoout @, 
third under twenty-five, and nearly one- 
eighth under twenty. 


the average age of a public pauper is | 


fifty-seven years, Tne average age of a 
negro prisoner is twenty-seven and one-nalf 
years, of a native white prisoner, tnirty- 
seven years and nine months, The youth 
of these convicts raises the queries 
whether they are born iminals, and if 
not, what has driven thém to a life of 
crime at So early an_age? If they have 
become evil-doers throtfgn force of circum- 
stances, what proportion of them can be 
Saved by proper treatment, So that they 
will become law-abiding citizens? It is a 
matter of no little importance that the 
volunteers of America have undertaken 10 
deal with all the questions involved in this 
condition of affa:rs, in a practical way, 
with a view to rescuing these young crimi- 
nals when they shall have completed their 
term of servitude. The directors of this 
movement assume that in the hearts of 
most of these men there is a sincere wish 
to live better lives, and that if the opportu- 
nity is given them very many will embrace 
it and become upright and reputable citi- 
zens. : 

At the New York State reformatory at 
Elmira, the system of manual] training 
bas been introduced to educate the degen- 
erates to work) it being proved that they 
have been led into lives of crime through 
associations that have brought obaut total 
abhorrence of honest labor.The system em- 
ployed tends to a cultivation of the will, 
as well as the education of the hand, and 
so far it has been remarkably successful.

ANDREW JACKSON’S FIRST DUEL. 


His Life Spared by the Magnanimity 
of His Antagonist on the Field. 
From The Youth’s Companion. 

None of General Jackson's hiographers 
give the details of his first duel, and he 
himself never cared to speak of the matter 
in later years, but some years ago a grand- 
daugt:ter of Colonel Waitstill Avery told 
me the full story. 

Walstill Avery was a

! man who went to North Carolina, carry- 


ing with him a letter of recommendat:on 
from no less a personage than Jonathan 
Edwards. He soon acquired 
and influence, and in time becaMe acturney 
general of the state. It was his custom 
to take students of law into his fam'ily, 
who became tutors of ‘his children. 

In 1784, when Anflrew Jackson was but 
seventeen years old, and ambitious to be- 
come a lawyer, he applied for this situa- 
tion. The tradition is that he was refused 
bevause a daughter of Avery’s took a dis- 
like to his appearance. 

Young Juckson next applied te Spruce 
MiCay a lawyer in Salisbury, N. C., in 
whose office he was fitted for the ar. 
and he skhorily made his appearance in 
the courts. When Jackson was twenty-one

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of a cuse at Jenesboro, Tenn.

He asked for no apology— 
nothing but blood would do. He command- 
ed Avery to select a friend and arrange for 
the meeting* at once. 

Avery made no answer to this peremp- 
tory demand, thinking his peppery antago- 
nist would laugh rather than fight he 
grew cooler. But he did not know the young 
man. Jackson grew hotter instead of 
cooler, Next morning he sent this note, 
which was full of bad spelling. My North 
Carolina friend had seen the original, and 
in copying it had corrected the orthog- 
raphy: but these are the exact words:

HOME MADE POSTALS GOOD 


THEY MUST BE UNIFORM IN SIZE 


All Postal Cards Made by Individu- 
s als Must Bear a One-Cent 
| Stamp. 


According to the new rule recently es- 
tablished by the postmaster general in ref- 
erence to the use of postal cards, it is 
now lawful for persons ‘to print their own 
cards, with whatever they desire to put on 
the back of them, 

Postmaster Smythe yesterday received 
instructions from the government setting 
forth the new rule and hereafter all posta] 
cards of the uniform size mailed in Atlan- 
ta will be honored by Postmaster Smyth 
regardless of where they were made and 
what they happen to be made of. 

The old law made it necessary for all 
ecards to come from the press of the gov- 
‘ernment. and often firms and individuals 

ere put to serious inconvenience by the 
oberation of the rule, 

‘o make a postal card valid under the 
new law it. is necessary for it to be cut in 
the same shape and size of the regulation 
card, sold at the postoftice, and when this 
is complied with the authorities will he 
compelled to accept it. A uniform size in 
the cards is essential in order to facilitate 
the work of those whose hands they pass 
through ,and also for the sake of neatness. 

The stamp wil! of course still be the 
product of the government, and the home- 
made postal cards will have to bear on their 
front the i-cent stamp required for un- 
sealed letters.

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DR. MELDEN TELLS 


OF SOUTHERNERS | 


In a Recent Interview He Praised the 
‘Southern People. 


WAS HERE FOR NINE MONTHS 


And Made Many Friends During His 
Stay in Atlanta. 


a 


IS PRESIDENT OF CLARK UNIVERSITY 


His Home Is in Brockton, Mass., and 

It Was There He Gave the Inter- 

-  wiew of the South. 
R who has been president of Clark 
university since last Sepirember, has 
returned to his old home at Brockton, 
Mass., and has been saying some nice 
things about the south in general and At- 
lanta in particular. 

When tendered the presidency of the 
university, Mr. Melden was pastor of the 
Central Methodist Episcopal church of 
Brockton and. was actively identified with 
that city, especially in temperance work. 

Coming from a northern man. his re- 
marks are interesting and show a Keen 
eppreciation of existing affairs in the 
south, 

During his stay in Brockton Mr. Melden 
will deliver a series of talks relating to 
certain phases of his work in Atlanta 
and of his impressions of Georgia. 

Mr. Melden is quoted as having sald: 

“The spirit of patriotism is just as 
strong in the south as in the north, and 
the streets of Atlanta are now fairly giori- 
ous with the stars and stripes, YOu may 
well say that it was a change from New 
England to the south,’’ he continued, “a 
change that brought me from the hustling 
city of Brockton, in tne good old Bay 
State, to the sunny seuth and Atlanta. I 
went down with my family early in Sep- 
tember, before the rigors of the New lng- 
land winter had begun. The university is 
situated pleasantly in Atlanta, the princi- 
pal city of Georgia, about two and one- 
half miles from the heart of the city, Clark 
university is an institution for the uplift- 
ing of the negro of the south, and ‘has 
done a grand. work, and the fruits of this 
work arevalready apparent. It consists of 
some half.a’> dozen brick buildings, in- 
cluding s@hodgls, workshops, dormitories, 
etc., where the negroes of both sexes are 
trained in studies from the primary up 
to the collegézcourse, and also instructed 
in industrial pursuits, so that when school 
is over the §tudent may be able fo go 
among his people well equipped with a 
g0od education, and also able to obtain a 
living or insfruct this people in the 
branches of ie artisans’ work. 

“The past year has been the best in the 
history of the wniversity. There have been 
475 students tere during the entire winter 
and spring. To instruct this smal} army of 
young men and‘*women twenty-three teach- 
ers are necessary, thirteen in the academi- 
cal work and-ten in the industrial depart- 
ment. In the %ndustrial department the 
boys are taught woodworking, blacksmith- 
ing, <thoemaking and printing. The giris 
are taught needlewerk and the general 
management, directicn and all the tasks 
of housework. For this latter purpose, 
which is of-great imvocstance, a building 
has been reserved, which we call our model 
househeld. Here ten girls live constantly, 
and under the guidance of a matron study 
the management and care of the home. 

“The negro, I find, is very willing to 
work wen ne is hanjl!led in the rizgnont way, 
and very anxicusg to learn. We found that 
the life at the,ajniversity was a delightful 
One. It is situated in a natural park, far 
enough away from the center of the city 
to escaps tha dust and turmoil. Magonuifi- 
cent oaks and stately pines grow on all 
sides, while there is ever an abundance 
of flowers. Though at first some members 
of the family might have dreaded the 
change, we found that it was very nice to 
sit on the veranda in the coolness of the 
evering and inhale the-frigrancea of flow- 
ers while the newspaners reported that New 
England was in the grasp of the worst 
blizzard in years. Then it is' a pleasant 
duty to instruct these young negroes, and 
the work is one in which we see a result 
nearly every day.’’ 

The quoted authority continues that the 
white people Mr. Melden found were ex- 
ceedingly courteous. The city of Atlanta, 
he said, was different from some southern 
cities and was like a northern city. He 
said that there were a great many northern 
people living there. Not having much 
time, he had not met maxrg people in a 
social way, but in business they were all 
very gracious. 

Asked. about the war and what effect 
it had in Atlamta, Mr. Melden, after speak- 
ing the words already quoted, said: ‘““When 
the news of the blowing up of the battle- 
ship Maine was sounded throughout the 
world, the people of Atlanta were just as 
quick to respond as those in any morthern 
city. Flags were thrown out, the stores 
were draped with red, white and blue and 
pictures of the Maine were seen on all s‘des, 
I think that while this catastrophe was an 
awful one, it has done much to cement the 
north and south jin closer union, and when 
the war is over I doubt if we will hear 
much of the two sections of the country— 
it will simply be the United States. You 
may be surprised when I say that I think 
the south has been eager fer a chance to 
show ‘her loyalty. I have talked to many a 
confederate veteran who has sa‘d that ne 
was giad that the civil war ended as it did. 
with the surrender of the southern arms at 
Appomattox. 

“They are glad that there is but one union 
and one flag and the old feeling of preju- 
dice to the northern citizen has died out 
A northern mam will receive the same cour- 
tesy that a native of the south will so long 
as he behaves himself and returns the cour- 
tesy. Of cgurse should he come down and 
begin to talk about the people of the south 
as rebels, he might arouse their anger and 
hatred amd would probably find it con- 
venient to get out of town. But if a south- 
ern man were to come up here and do the 
same. hurling invective at the north, he 
would probably fare no better. [ think it 
was a very good piam to put a blue uniform 
on Fitzhugh Lee and ‘Fighting Joe’ Whee!- 
er, for it stands as an assurance from the 
government that the past has been forgot- 
ten and henceforth there is no north and 
no south.”

() hold their annual.convention. It was 
decided yesterday morning that the conven- 
tion would be held in Atianta. This qdeci- 
sion was brought about by a letter re- 
ceived by Secretary Kontz, of the State As- 
sociation of County Commissioners, from 
Macon, saying that it was agreeable to 
the commissioners of Bibb county to have 
the convention in Atlanta. The executive 
committee of the association decided at the 
annual convention held in 1897 that the 
convention for this year should be held in 
Macon, but the action of the Bibb county 
commissioners, saying that they were fa- 
vorable to the conventfon being held in At- 
lanta, has brought the convention to this 
clty. 

Some time ago the secretary of the Bibb 
county board of commissioners wrote to 
Secretary Kontz proposing that the con- 
vention be indefinitely postponed, because 
on account of the war and the confederate 
reunion to ‘be held in Atlanta at the 
same time the convention is, it would be 
difficult to have a large attendance in Ma- 
con. 

Mr. Kontz, at the suggestion of the Ful- 
ton board of commissioners, addréssed a 
letter to State President Featherstone, 
asking that if ‘Bibb county did not wish the 
convention jit be held in Atlanta, as 
everything was favorable for a large at- 
tendance here, and on account of the 
cheap rates during the confederate reunion 
every commissioner in the state would be 
here on the day appointed for the conven- 
tion to meet.

DIED LAST NIGHT 


He Expired at the Residence ef Dr. C. 
C. Stockard. 


WAS ILL FOR ONLY ONE WEEK 


Was Classed Among the Brainiest Men 
: of the South. 


HE LEAVES A WIFE AND ONE DAUGHTER 


Colonel Glenn Had Been Dying for Sev- 
eral Days and His Demise Was 
Momentarily Expected.

died last night at 9 e’clock, at 

the residence of Dr. C. C. Stockard, 103 Wali- 
ton street. : 

Colonel Glenn had been il] only one week, 


an-attack of nervous prostration having 
set in ohe week ago Tuesday afternoon.

After an Illness of One Week He Died 
Last Night at 9 O'Clock. 
The afternoon previous he was at his of- 
fice attending to his legal business and 
worked until quite late. ; 

Tuesday morning he did not go to his of- 
fice and it was not known that he was 
again failing in health until Tuesday after- 
when Colonel Rountree, his law 
partner, found him at the Aragon hdtel, 
where Colonel Rountree resides. 

Colonel Glenn was lying on a lounge im 
Colonel Rountree’s room and complained 
of feeling very ill. He was taken to his 
room in the Kimball] and Wednesday morn- 
ing was found to be suffering with a severe 
attack of nervous prostration, accompanied 
by a mental disorder. The foilowing day 
his condition grew very serious and Dr. 
W. P. Nicolson, who had been attend-ng 
him, called Dr. Courtney Pinckney in con- 
sultation, and it was decided to remove 
him to the residence of Dr. Stockard. 

There, despite the, efforts of his physi- 
cians, he continued to grow worse and for 
several days had been practically dying. A 
change for the .worse occurred 
afteenoon and@ Cclonel Gienn be-

Monday 
gan to sink rapidly, never rallying. 

Last year Colonel Glenn was in extreme- 
lv bad health and the several large murder 
cases which he conducted caused his ner- 
vous system to give way. Under the advice 
of his physicians he took a trip of several 
months’ duration through the southern wa- 
ters of FElurope and returned to Atlanta 
several months ago greatly benefited. He 
told his friends at the time that he was 
entirely well and until his last illness ap- 
parently enjoyed excellent health. 


Tried Many Important Cases. 

Colonel Glenn was one of the most active 
members of the Atlanta bar and was recog- 
nized throughout the state and the south 
as a man of unusual depth of thought, and 
his great legal successes were attributed 
to his untiring energy in the prosecution 
of his chosen work. He practiced largely 
in the federal courts, but it ‘was probably 
in the practice of criminal law that he 
made his reputation for being a riiiant 
attorney and the faithful 
representative of the interests of his clients. 

Without any fee Colonel Glenn became 
counsel for Adolphus Dunean, the negro 
who was convicted for criminal assault 
and sentenced to hang. The case was car- 
ried through the state and supreme courts, 
but the negro’s life was saved by the gov- 
ernor, fhrough the efforts of Coinnel 
Glenn, who granted a pardon at the last, 

For more than two years the persistent 
effort of Colonel Glenn has saved ‘Mrs. No- 
bles from the gallows. He was employed 
in the case after the woman had been con- 
victed, but he never despaired, carrying the 
case through the Georgia cotrts and back 
and forth from them to the supreme courts 
of the United States. 

The last big case, and prohbabiy the one 
in whieh Colonel Glenn worked the hard- 
est and in which he was most interested, 
was the defense of Fianagan. Colonel 
Glenn represented Flanagan, defending him 
in three trials. The work devolving upon 
Colonel Glenn in these trials wrécked his 
health and no doubt was the cause of his 
death. 

Sketch of His Life. i 

William C. Glenn was born in Chattooga 
county Decenfber 31, 1856. His father, Jesse 
A. Glenn, who was first captain, then colo- 
nel and finally brigadier-general] in the 
confederate army, moved to Dalton in 1858. 
There William Glenn attended school about 
two years, perhaps a little longer. His ac- 
quirements were sure and rapid and he be- 
came proficient in classics and in French, 
German and Italian. He evidenced a pen- 
chant for philosophy, devoured the works 
of Bacon, Darwin, Schopenhauer, Kant, 
Herbert Spencer, Huxley, Tyndall and oth- 
ers. He showed also a fondness for the 
German classics and was esteemed an able 
student of Goethe. 

He read law under his father and began 
the practice at the age of seventeen. Eariv 
in life Mr. Glenn took a deep interest in 
politics and when a mere youth was chosen 
leader of the democracy of his county. His 
splendid ability as a public speaker gave 
him great imfluence. He Was conspicuous 
in many notable contests in the seventh 
congressional district. He took part in the 
canvass of Governor Colquitt and Colo- 
nel Norwood in 1880, and met on the 
stump Colonel Norwood, General Wofford 
and other formidable gentlemen. He was a 
delegate to the state convention which nom- 
inated Mr. Alexander Stephens for gover- 
nor. He was also a delegate to the conven- 
tion whi¢h nominated Governor M<cDamiel, 
He was engaged in the contest between 
General Gordon and Major Bacon in 1886, 
and spoke at various places in the state. 
He met such redoubtable debaters as Dr. 
Felton and Major J. F. Hanson. He was 
elected to the house of representatives from. 
Whitfield in 1886 by a towering majority 
and was returned by a still larger majority 
two years later. In legislative circles Mr. 
Gienn exerted a potential influence, many 
important laws beimg the“ product of his 
fertile brain. His principal work was the 
now famous Glenn bill, providing for the 
taxation” of the railroads by the counties.

He was the projector and creator of the 


present scheme under which the $50,000,000 
of property heretofore mot taxable now 
pays tax. This was opposed by the.com- 
bined power of the railroads. The bill be- 
came a law and the question of its consti- 
tutionality was transferred to the courts. 

Mr. Glenn established its constitutional- 
ity to the satisfaction of the supreme court 
of Georgia, his legal victory being one of 
the most brilliant in the history of the 
state. As a lawyer, Mr. Glenn demonstrat- 
ed ability of the highest order. He man- 
aged sigmaily successful cases of great im- 
portance and appeared in the supreme court 
of the United States with the foremost ju- 
rists of the country. His arguments be- 
fore the tribunal evoked the warmest prais- 
es of the chief justice and the associated 
justices and he was complimented by the 
Washington press. Mr. Glenn practiced in 
all the state and federal courts. 

Since 1890 Mr. Glenn resided in Atlanta. 
He and Miss Armstrong were married in 
December, 1889, and have ome child. 

Fureral services will be conducted 
Thursday morning at 10 o’clock from the 
First Presbyterian church by Dr. Barnett. 
The interment will be in Westview, and 
Colonel Glenn’s body will rest beside the 
remains of Dr, Armstrong, his father-in- 
law. The list of ,pallbearers will be an- 
nounced later. Mrs. Glenn, who was at 
the bedside during the illness of her hus- 
band, was prostrated last night. She did 
not leave his bedside fer thirty-six hours 
until about thirty minutes before hjs death, 
when she fainted from fatigue and the 
strain through which she had .passed.

Bullish News Brought the Sherts Out in 
Force. 


FOREIGN MARKETS’ HIGHER 


Corn Weak and Lower—Oats Followed 
Corn—Yellow Fever Caused Sharp 
Break in Provisions. 


Chicago, June 21.—Confirmation of the 
reported settlement of tre cash wheat pool 
cavceed a sharp rally near the finish in 
the wheat pit today. July closed with an 
advance of 24@2%c and September 1441 %*c. 
Corn left off %c lower and oats lost 4c. 
In provisions pork lost lic, lard ic and 
ribs Tec. 

There were surprises which combined to 
give wheat strength at the start. The ca- 
bles were decidedly stronger, Liverpool 
prices ranging from 11d to 24d per bushel 
higher, with the continental market also 
@oing better. Another reason for strength 
was found in the bad news from France, 
where the crop was said to have been se- 
riously hurt by rust. According to authen- 
tic reports the yield there will be 10 to 20 
per cent less than anticipated. Advices 
were also received from many sections in 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas, where the 
grain is ripe, reporting serious boss from 
rains and these, too, had a good influence 
early in the day. Shorts covered freely 
and there was some general buying for 
the long account, under which prices ad- 
vanced sharply. The heavy profit-taking 
and short selling which followed this led 
to a sharp reaction, and September, which 
started at 68% to 68%c, fell off to 66%@66%c, 
and July, which sold at the start at 73@ 
T3tec, declined to 714%c. December lost lc. 
In the Jast half of the session the market 
turned exceedingly strong on the confirma- 
tion of the report that the deal to pool the 
Peavy and Pillsbury wheat along with the 
Leiter holdings and to have Armour handle 
it all, had been consummated. Together 
with this came still further claims of crop 
damage from St. Louis. This bullish news 
brought the shorts out in force and the 
decline was more than recovered. The re- 
ceipts were small and exports heavy. Chi- 
cago got sixteen cars and Minneapolis 
and Duluth 62 cars, against 333 a year ago. 
The Atlantic port cl ances of wheat and 
flour were equal to 580,000 bushels. The 
advance in Paris amounted to 4%c a bushel 
in June wheat and 3%c for September-Jan- 
uary. Liverpool closed at the following net 
gains: July 2%d, September 114d and De- 
cember 1d. July wheat in Chicago opened 
141%c higher at 73@73l%4c, declined to 71@ 
Tie, rose to 74%c, then settled back to 
T44@7T4ec at the close. September started 
Sac up at 684@68%c, sold down to 66%@66%c, 
firmed up to 69\%c, then declined to 69c bid, 
the closing figure. 

After a strong opening in corn the mar- 
ket became quite weak, due to profit- 
taking. Later the loss was barely recover- 
ed on the final rally in wheat. July opened 
lec thigher at 3254@32%c. declined to 32%ec, 
then rose to 325%c bid, the closing price. 

Oats followed corn, July began unchang- 
ed at %c, fell off to 23%c, then firmed up 
tin 24c at the close. 

The appearance of two new cases of yel- 
low fever in Mississippi, together with the 
break in corn, depressed provisions. July 
pork opened 10c lower at $9.70, advanced to 
$9.77%, then declined to 9.65. the closing 
figure. July lard started 2%c down at 
\.7742, Sold up to $5.80, then weakened to 
$5.75 at the close. July ribs began 2%c off 
at $5.52% and sold off to $5.47%, the resting 
quotation.

But somebody had to get smart 
and go tell that policeman and now I have 
not only been kept out of the army but I 
am terribly humiliated by being locked up 
at the police station.’’ 

The young woman said she got the sol- 
dier clothes from a man who had recently 
been discharged from the army. “I made 
up my mind two moniths ago,”’ she said, ‘“‘to 
get into the army in some way, and two or 
three weeks ago a negro woman had the 
clothes for sale and I paid her $2.50 for the 
suit. I kept it hid and put it on the first 
time this afternoon. I hate awfully about 
my plans being broken up. I will try it 
again, even if I have to go away from At- 
lanta. I am bent on joining the army.”

Miss Gammon stated that she could not 
tell why it was she had such a desire to 
become a soldier, but she just felt excited 
wh®never she read about the soldier boys 
and she read every item of war news with 
the greatest interest.

HOSPITAL FRAIN WAS HERE. 


It Was in the Central Railroad Yard 
Last Night and Was Viewed 


by Many. 

The hospital train used by the govern- 
ment in transperting sick soldiers from the 
camp at Tampa to the hospital at Fort 
MePherson, arrived in the city last night 
bringing a load of ailing soldiers, and was 
left for the night in the yard of the Cen- 
tral railroad. There it was viewed by many 
and the manner of the government in car- 
ing for sick soldiers while en route to the 
hospital wags carefully examined and much 
admired. 

The train consisted of eleven coaches, 
nine sleepers, one dining car and one bag- 
gage car. The soldiers are all put in lower 
berths. The upper berths are not made 
down, which gives the patients. plenty of 
ventilation. The beds used by the soldiers 
are much the same as the ordinary lower 
Pullman berth, with the exception that 
springs are used which greatly decreases 
jolting. 

The smoking apartments of the cars 
have been utilized as store houses for 
drugs and there is all kinds of liquids and 
powders likely to be needed. Several 
nurses go with the train, as do also the 
physicians employed by the government 
for that purpose. The soldiers fare well 
while on the hospital train and great in- 
ducements are offered for them to get sick.

LAST WEEK'S RAIN 


DID CROPS GOOD 


Local Showors Throughout the State 
— Were of Much Benefit. 


CROPS ARE IN GOOD SHAPE 


Small Fruits Are To Be Found in All 
Sections in Abundance, 


WEEKLY CROP BULLETIN IS ENCOURAGING 


Since the Cooling Showers the Corn 
and Cotton Has Shown Rapid 
Growth—The Bulletin. 

W Marbury who is also section direc- 

tor, has issued his weekly bulletin 
of the condition of crops fcr the week end- 
ing last Monday. The crop bulletin this 
week shows a decided improvement over 
last week, as the rain has come to the res” 
cue of the corn and cotton in many por- 
tions of the state. 

The small crops are doing well and the 
fruit crop is in fairly good condition. There 
is an abundance of plums and blackberries. 
Peaches are ripening and all the crops 
have been benefited by the local showers 
of the past_week. The weekly bulletin 
follows: 

During the past week showers have been 
general and of frequent occurrence over 
the northern portion of the state, while 
over the southern half of the state the 
showers have been light as a rule and par- 


tially distributed. Wherever rain has fall- 
en a marked improvement is reported in

ail growing crops and the general outlook’ 


has brightened, but over most of the south- 
ern section of the state crops are still need- 
ing rain badly. Coiton as a rue is not 
large for the season, but is in good healthy 
condition and is taking on fruit in many 
fields. Watermelons are being shipped, but 
are small, and blackberfies are very much 
below the average and in some sections 
are drying up on the bush before ripening. 
Pastures and gardems have improved some, 
but need more rain. The outlook continues 
favorable for a large peach crop, but in 
many sections the fruit will be smail on 
account of drought. 

Local showers have occurred in the :en- 
tral counties and have afforded considera- 
ble relief to growing crops, though there 
are stil many localities where no rain has 
failen and where everything <omt.nues to 
suffer. in sections where raics have tallen 
corn, cotton and other growimg vegetation 
show improvement. Pastures and gardens, 
as a rule, are very poor. Early corn has 
been serisus:y cGamaged by drought, put 
late plantings will be greatly improved by 
recent showers. Where a season permit- 
ted a number of potato slips were set and a 
00d many peas were pianted. Peaches 
and plums will be plentiful and good, Lut 
blackberries are small and inferior on ac- 
count of so much dry weather and hot sun. 
Sugar cane js dong weil where showers 
have fallen. Wells and streams are still 
low, as there has not been sufficient rain to 
replenish them as yet. Wheat and oat 
threshing about over in most counties and 
both have made excellent yields. 

In the northern cvunties showers have 
been frequent and general, and as a result 
ail crops are looking much better than at 
time of last report. Corn and cotton were 
well worked and the fields were in excel- 
lent condition to reap the full benefits of 
the recent rains. Corn, though small, has 
recovered rapidly and is being laid by in 
many sections. Irish potatoes have been 
gréaciy Jamaged by @rougth and bugs, and 
the yield wi_l be short in some localities. 
While the peach crop will be large, it is 
theught the dry weather has stopped their 
growth and the fruit will be small. Grapes 
are very good in most sections, but black- 
begries are small and poor in quality. 
Watermelons are doing well. Gardens and 
pastures have improved some, but need 
more rain. 

Good rains have fallen on several dates 
in the northeastern counties and a general 
improvement is reported in all growing 
crops. Cotton, which stood the drought 
well, is now making rapid improvement. 
Corn is doing well on low ground and up- 
land fields are recovermg from the effects 
of the drought. Both corn and cotton have 
been we.l worked and 
tion to make rapid growth afteh the rains. 
A good many sweet potato slips have been 
set. Plums, b.ackberries and some peaches 
are ripening. Plums.uare very good, but 
berries and peaches are small. Gardens 
have not fuily recovered from effects of 
drought, but are looking better. More rain 
is needed to replenish wells and streams, 
which continue low. 

‘ver the eastern counties the rains seem 
to have been more unevenly distributed, 
and while in some sections good showers 
have greatly revived vegetation, other sec- 
tions are still suffering for rain. Cotton 
is improving and there is very little com- 
plaint of lice this week.

With but few exceptions light showers 
have been general in tne southeastern coun- 
ties. Corn, rice and cane have made some 
improvement, but gardens were so badly 
damaged that but iittle change has yet. oc- 
curred. Corn, though small, is silking and 
tasseling and much of it has been lai-(1 by. 
Cotton is doing fair‘v well and the grape 
crop is fairly good. Good general rains ure 
needed to enable farmers to set out sweet 
potato slips. Pea planting has been in 
progress where rains have put the land in 
condition. 

Over the southern counties verv little 
rain ‘has fallen. and this has partially dis- 
tributed light showers which have but-tem- 
porarily relieved the crops. fing to a de- 
crease in the percentage of sunshine, the 
heat and dry weather have been less dam- 
aging to crops than during last week. The 
ground continues very dry and water 
courses and wells are verv .ow. Cotton 
seems to stand the drought remarkably 
mell, and though very sm2il § green 2rd 
healthy. It would be greatly improved by 
good showers. It is not fruiting well on 
account of drought. Corn is tasseling, but 
most fie'ds are suffering seriously for rdin.

The advantage in having the tabernacle 
lies in the fact that in case of rainy. or 
disagreeable weather ghelter will beat 
hand and the crowds will not be Kept 
away from the exercises. A number of 
prominent speakers will address the au- 
dience, should the present idea be carried 
out, and a speaker of national] reputation 
will be invited to act as orator of the day. 

Because of the recent events in the his-
